The National Religious Party, 
Shas and Morasha were in ferment 
yesterday over their role and their 
Tepresentation in the national unity ~ 
coalition due to be presented and - 
approved in the Knesset today. . 

The NRP announced that while it 
‘was resolved to enter the coalition, it 
would continue’ pressing for control 
of the Religious Affairs Ministry, 
even without the portfolio itself. 
This is in addition to its demand for 
the Interior Ministry. 

NRP leader Yosef Burg, who was 
named unopposed as the party’s 
candidate for the cabinet, said that 
the status quo on religious matters 
must be written into the guidlines of 


. the national unity cabinet and must 


be implemented in day-to-day prac- 
tice. 
The NRP’s refusal to let any other 
faction but itself have Religious 
Affairs has angered Shas so that it 
threatened to stay out of the coali- 
tion. After the four Shas men held an 
abortive meeting with Prime Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Shamir yesterday, fac- 
tion leader Rabbi Yitzhak Peretz 
came out fuming at the NRP for its 
“impertinence.”

Diplomats said it was most signifi- 
cant that the Soviet leadership had 
agreed to the meeting despite the 
fact it would almost certainly help 
Reagan's re-election chances. 

Some embassy analysts said the 
annoucement reinforced their view 
that the dismissal of Soviet Chief of 
Staff Nikolai Ogarkov last week had 
signalled a major unheaval in Krem- 
lin policies and a victory for suppor- 
ters of detente. 

They said that if their assessment 
was correct it was Chernenko him- 
self who was the chief architect of the 


shift and that his earlier foreign- 
policy comments could now gain 
greater significance. 

In an interview earlier this month 
the Soviet leader indicated that Mos- 
cow might be willing to return to 
strategic arms-limitation talks. 


The agreement to a Reagan- 
Gromyko meeting in effect runs 
counter to the entire drift of Soviet 
policy in recent months, which in- 
cluded sharpened attacks on the 
U.S. The state-controlled press has

“It could turn out to be a Soviet 
attempt to embarrass Reagan by, 
say, having Gromyko storm out of 
the talks at the last minute saying it is 
impossible to talk to him,” one di- 
piomat said.

the diplomats speculated that the 
reasons are both economic and milit- 
ary. With 95 per cent of its income 
derived from oil, Libya needs west- 
ern technology and manpower. 
Since most Americans pulled out in 
1981, many of the oil fields have 
begun to fall apart because of a lack 
of expert maintenance, they said. 

One diplomat also suggested that 
Gaddafi may be worried that the 
Reagan administration “wil) really 
try to do him some harm™ on an 
economic and military level. 


On the Arab and African front. 
Libva has few friends. Gaddafi has 
been repeatedly thwarted in 
attempts to become head of the 
Organization of African Unity. and 
few countries support his interven- 
tion in Chad. 

“Morocco carries a lot of influ- 
ence in Africa.” one diplomat said. 
The treaty also calls for a mumal 
defence pact. which will make 
Algeria. situated between Morocco 
and Libya. think twice about an 
action against Morocco. 

Algeria has been trying to wrest 
control of the former Spanish Sahara 
from Morocco since Rabat annexed 
it in 1975. Algeria and Morocco 
broke diplomatic relations over the 
Sahara war and Libya was once the 
guerrillas’ main backer. 

Morocco also has a serious desert 
war with the Polisario guerrilla 
movement based in Tindouf. Libya 
used to be the guerrillas’ main sup- 
port. and although Libya announced 
a year ago that it was backing out. 
the treaty gives Hassan assurance 
that he “is seeing a real solution to a 
jong war.” said a diplomat. 

In 1983, Algeria signed a treaty of 
friendship and cooperation with its 
other North’ African neighbours. 
Tunisia and’ Mauritania. That iso- 
ated Morocco and Libya and “it was 
natural for them to seek a counterba- 
lance.” one diplomat said.

WHEN IRAQI President Saddam 
Hussein sent his troops into the 
southwest Iranian province four 
years ago he could not have known 
that he was launching one of the 
longest, costliest and bloodiest con- 
flicts of recent history. 

His apparent aim was to settle 
some old territorial claims dating 
from the days of the shah of Iran. 
toppled the previous year by 
Khomeini supporters. 

Hussein, no doubt wary that [ran 
might try to export its Shi'ite Mos- 
lem revolution to Iraq, was generally 
assumed to have foreseen a quick 
victory over the troubled Teheran 
government. 

This was the first of many miscal- 
culations by both sides. The war, 
often forgotten by the outside world

them Iraqis. Re 

Iran has spent up to $30 billion of 
its oil revenue on the war, but even 
that is a fraction of the actual costs. 
There has been a loss of manpower 
from economic infrastructure to the 
armed forces, the huge local curren- 
cy costs of supplying the troops and 
loss of revenue from areas ravaged 
by the war.

THE LIVADIA Palace in Yalta is a 
mecca for Russian and foreign tour- 
ists eager to see the site where the 
leaders of the Soviet Union, the U.S. 
and Britain-three uneasy wartime 
allies - reached agreements that 
shaped post-war history and sparked 
controversy that still continues. 

The conference at this Crimean 
resort took place in February 1945, 
but the discussion over what was 
agreed is, if anything, intensifying as 
the 40th anniversary approaches. 

President Reagan recently told a 
group of Polish Americans at a 
White House luncheon that he re- 
jected “‘any interpretation of the 
Yalta Agreement that suggests that 
American consent for the division of 
Europe into spheres of influence.” 

Moscow was quick to respond 
with an allegation that Reagan was 
defaming both the Soviet Union and 
the Polish government. 

“No one is given to call into ques- 
tion the decisions of the Crimea 
conference -- the White House in- 
cluded." the official Soviet News 
Agency Tass said. 

The Allied leaders‘tried at Yalta to 
broach solutions to problems that 
they knew the war would leave. 
Stalin was determined to see ‘'gov- 
ernments loyal in their attitude to 
the Soviet Union" in power in the 
eastern European countries that he

believed facilitated the Nazi attack 
by their hostility to Moscow. 


POLAND'S EASTERN frontier 
was accepted as the Curzon Line. 
Put forward by Britain's Lord Cur- 
zon years earlier as an ethnographic 
dividing line between Poles and east- 
ern Slavs. 

Effectively the Western powers 
were acknowledging the 1939 Soviet 
annexation of eastern Poland, thus 
laying the ground for Polish annexa- 
tion of parts of eastern Germany in 
compensation. 

Other declarations called for free 
elections in eastern Europe. But 
what happened was that Communist 
governments took over. backed by 
Soviet troops who pushed out the 
German occupiers. 

Historians have since debated to 


what extent the Soviet Union was 
guaranteed a free hand in Eastern 
Europe. British historians have ac- 
cused Roosevelt of being naive -- 
substantiating this charge with his 
statement. “Stalin is not an imperial- 
ist.” 


AT LEAST ONE group of Amer- 
ican exiles from eastern Europe has 
banded together in a “revoke Yalta™ 
pressure group. 

After visiting Hungary and Ruma- 
nia a year ago U.S, vice-president 
George Bush said: “We recognize 
no lawful division of Europe.” 
‘Washington has since said it will deal 
with the countries of eastern Europe 
on their own individual merits. 

The series of 40th anniversaries in 
the next few months commemorat- 
ing events surrounding the wars’ end 


give heightened sensitivity to the 
results of Yalta. 

East European leaders, successors 
of the men put in power after the 
war, have been writing articles for 
Pravda expressing national gratitude 
for the Soviet liberation. 

The Soviet media is railing against 
the Federal Republic of Gernaty, 
accusing Bonn of trying to under- 
mine the communist east German 
State with copious cash grants. West 
German “revanchists” are accused 
of vociferous demands for the return 
of lost territories. 

The main street of Yaltas” old 
town is still named after Franklin D. 
Roosevelt and a bust of the former 
president stands next to one of Stalin 
in Livadia Palace, a czarist summer 
home on a hill not far from the late 
Leonid Brezhnev's holiday villa. 

The nearby palace where Winston 
Churchill stayed during the week- 
Tong conference is also on the tourist 
map. 

British and American tourists are 
not treated to the tirade against 
“Reagan and the revanchists™ as 
they wander through the palatial 
rooms of Livadia. Nor, perhaps even 
more diplomatically, are the east 
Germans who stand obediently 
attentive to their guide in the room 
filled with pictures of bombed-out 
Berlin.(Reater News Agency) 


THE EUROPEAN Common Mar- 
ket opened its “new year” of econo- 
mic bargaining this month with little 
cause for celebration. 

The trading υἷος faces a financial 
showdown in its decision-making 
council, a political challenge in the 
European Parliament and doubts 
about the economic future in its 
national capitals. 

And while searching for solutions, 
Common Market officials will also 
be racing against time to finish nego- 
tiations on expanding their 10-nation 
club to 12 by admitting Spain and 
Portugal, and reaching agreement 
on ἃ new aid and trade pact with 64 
African, Caribbean and Pacific na- 
tions. 

Western Europe. meanwhile, is 
experiencing higher inflation, more 
meagre economic growth and higher 
rates of unemployment than either 
the United States or Japan. 

Even if the trading bloc succeeds 
in settling financial problems and 
completing other major negotiations 
this fall, the uncertain outlook for 
the European economy is not likely 
to change much, 


One of the major problems is 
unemployment. it has been esti- 
mated that unemployment in the 10 
member countries will average 11.1 
per cent of the work force this year, 
rising to 11.4 per cent in 1985. 


ἸῺ the United States unemploy- 
ment is projected to fall to an aver- 
age 6.9 per cent next year from a 
1984 average of 7.5 per cent. And 
Japan's unemployment rate 15 ¢x- 
pected to remain at this year's 2.6 
percent. 


Gloomy ‘new year’ 
for Europe

THE CONSENSUS forecast by 
European economists says economic 
growth in Western Europe will aver- 
age about 2 per cent this year. far 
below the 6 to 7 per cent growth rate 
expected in the United States and a5 
to 6 per cent expansion in Japan. 

However, even while Europe lags 
behind, its political leaders are 
trying to plan a healthier economy 
by shaping a common market in 
which people and goods can move 
easily across national borders and 
where citizens have a sense of com- 
mon identity. 

Amongst the most immediate 
problems facing the Common Mar- 
ket are finance, growth and trade 
and aid. 

All 10 member countries agree 
their group will run out of money, 
probably in late October, unless they 
chip in more before then. But they 
cannot agree on how much is 
cen hortfall will be

of the Common Market. at 

To complicate matiers, Britain 
says it will not agree to extra financ- 
ing until the European Parliament 


frees a $600 million payment to Bri- 
tain approved Ὅν the Common Mar- 
ket in June. The Parliament froze 
the funds in retaliation for Britain's 
call for more cuts in Common Mar- 
ket farm spending. It is unlikely that 
there will be a settlement of the 
budget debate in the first round of 
talks, but some sort of solution is 
seen before the money runs out. 
Parliament is expected to be forced 
to back off, since its position is 
unpopular in most of the member 
State governments. 


NEGOTIATIONS TO bring Spain 
and Portugal into the Common Mar- 
ket are supposed to be concluded by 
the end of September to give the 10 
national legislamres time to ratify 
the ireaties of enlargement so that 
the two countries can join the com- 
munity on January 1, 1986. But it 
appears increasingly unlikely that 
the September deadline will be met. 

To meet the added cost of having 
Spain and Portugal in the commun- 
ity. the Common Market heads of 
government have agreed to give ἃ 
bigger portion of their national sales 
taxes to the community coffers. be- 


ginning no later than January 1. 


1986. Britain, however, argues that 
the new money must be made avail- 
able in the fall of 1985. and it is 
expected to link this issue to the 
budget debate. 

Despite the many stumbling 
blocks, few observers doubt that 
compromises will be found to allow 
Spain and Portugal to become the 
first new members since Greece 
joined in 1981. 

The Common Market is also 
trying to reach agreement with 64 
African, Caribbean and Pacific na- 
tions on a new five-year trade and 
aid agreement to replace a pact sche- 
duled to expire next February. The 
current agreement, called the Lome 
Pact, is the largest of its kind be- 
tween the Common Market and 
non-member countries and is consi- 
dered a model for European econo- 
mic relations with the developing 
world. 

The talks are expected to be con- 
tinued sometime in September. 

Among the main points of conten- 
tion are a Common Market demand 
for greater control over how the aid 
is spent. Also, the recipient coun- 
tries have said they want the aid 
increased to about $6 billion over 
five years from the 1981-5 total of 
$4.4 billion. 

The pact is also to provide pre- 
ferential access to the Common Mar- 
ket for the developing countries’ 
exports as well as cooperation in 
industrial, financiat and technical 
projects. The Common Market also 
wants to include a human rights 
provision in the pact, although the 


-recipient countries have not agreed 


to that idea.

MAO TSE-TUNG'S giant portrait is 
sull missing, but he will still retain a 
place of honour as renovations of 
Peking’s Tiananmen gate and square 
are readied for October 1 celebra- 
tion of China‘s 35th anniversary. 

Protruding nails on the famous, 
crimson-walled gate indicate that 
Mao's picture will reappear, despite 
speculation that the nation’s current 
leader. Deng Xiaoping. might aban- 
don the tradition. 

Deng has criticized Mao's 
“errors” and reversed many of his 
policies. but apparently Mao the 
revolutionary is to remain publicly 
revered. 

Other changes are also visible 
around the world’s largest public 
square for the national day festivi- 
ties, which reportedly will include a 
parade by 70.000 soldiers and civi- 
lians, the largest in a decade. 

The two slogans hovering over the 
side arches of Tiananmen are now 
uminated at night. They read, “ong 
live the People’s Republic of China™ 
and “long live the great unity of the 
people of the world.” 

First built in 1417 under Ming 


dynasty Emperor Yong Le, whose 
edicts were delivered from its para- 
pets. Tiananmen (Gate of Heavenly 
Peace) was rebuilt in 1651 under the 
Qing. 

It was from a platform at Tianan- 
men. addressing hundreds of 
thousands of his supporters, that 
Mao proclaimed the founding of the 
People’s Republic on, October 1, 
1949. ὃ 

“The Chinese revolution is great, 
but the road after the revolution will 
be longer. the work greater and 
more arduous.” Mao prophetically 
said. 

In the intervening years. his cam- 
paigns caused China to lurch from 
crisis to crisis. An anti-rightist purge 
in 1957 persecuted and alienated 
intellectuals, and the 1958-60 “great 
leap forward” into collectives and 
backyard factories led to famine 
which analysts say may have claimed 
more than 20 million lives. 

The “cultural revolution” that 
Mao led from 1966-76 brought anar- 
chy and disruption until his death in 


1976, .

TEL AVIV. — Israel Television's 
refusal to mention the name of com- 
mercial sponsors prevents the film- 
ing of plays and concerts for the 
medium. This was stated Monday by 
Avner Shalev, chairman of the Pub- 
lic Council for Art and Culture and 
head of the Culture Department in 
the Education Ministry. 

He was speaking at a press confer- 
ence regarding a seminar held at the 
Manufacturers’ Association head- 
quarters here today to encourage 
businessmen to sponsor the arts. 
Shalev said that offers of commercial 
sponsorship have in the past been 
withdrawn when Israel Television 
refused to give the sponsors a credit 
line or any other mention. 

Shalev said that artistic institu- 
tions in Israel have Jong been reluc- 
tant to accept commercial spon- 
sorship for fear that this may be 
considered “not esthetic” or that 
business will interfere in the choice 
of repertoire. However, he added, 
economic necessity has now made it 
necessary for theatres, orchestras, 
and museums to accept and even 
seek business involvement. 


The guest speaker at today’s study 
day will be Luke Rittner, secretary- 
general of the Arts Council of Great 
Britain and formerly director of 
Absa (Association for Business 
Sponsorship of the Arts) after which 
the organizers of today’s event want 

. to pattern the committee they hope 
to set up. 

Rittner said that Absa provides 
incentives, such as annual awards, 
for the most innovative sponsorship 
project. He stressed that spon- 
sorship is not charity, but rather a 
partnership in which the arts get 
support and business gets advertis- 
ing value.

Big future seen for smaller, 
100-seat jet airliners 


FARNBOROUGH (Reuter). -- 
With the air travel business strug- 
gling out of recession. two European 
planemakers think they have spotted 
a lucrative slot in the market for 
100-seat airliners. 

. At the Farnborough Airshow 
which ended on Sunday, the Dutch 
firm Fokker and British Aerospace 
(ΒΑΕ) were the only planebuilders 
offering the new class of passenger 
jet which they predict will become 
one of the most sought-after airliners 
of the next 15 years. 

They say World Airlines may need 
as many as 1,000 of the 100-seaters 
by the end of the century, with each 
plane costing about $15 million. 

At present there is no sign that 
Boeing, McDonnell Douglas or Air- 
bus, the heavyweights of the indus- 
try, are going to move down from 
their bigger planes to make airliners 
this size. 

So Fokker and BAE, if their pre- 
dictions are right, are set to share a 
market which at present-day pri 
could be worth at least $1.5 billion. 

A telaxation of official controls on 
commercial flying in the U.S. has 
brought a proliferation of aislines, 
particulary on shorf,and medium 
haul routes. Μὴ : 

More carriers mean more com- 
petition and this means fewer pas- 
sengers per plane. To fly economi-

U.S. technology 


‘WASHINGTON (AP). ~ The U.S. 
share of the Middle East market for 
advanced technology equipment and 
services is more likely to shrink in 
the future than expand, a study pre- 
pared for the U.S. Congress said this 
week. 

The Congressional Office of Tech- 
nology Assessment said the decline 
would be due partly to the end of 
multibillion-dollar “‘megaprojects” 
in Egypt and Saudi Arabia. Other 
factors may be decisions by recipient 
countries to diversify suppliers. ex- 
panded U.S. export restrictions and 
Increases subsidy of exports by other 
supplier countries. 

But despite the possible decline, 
the Middle East will remain an im- 
portant market for technology trade 
in the years ahead, even though 
the period of explosive growth has 
ended, the report said. 

U.S. companies have maintained 
about 20 per cent of the machinery 
and eqnipment market in the last 
decade, but have strong competition 
from Westem Europe and Japan. 
The Japanese share grew from 9 per 
cent in 1970 to 23 per cent in 1980. 

Alltold, the machinery and equip- 
ment exports from indastria) coun- 
tries to the Middie East rose during 
the decade from $5.5 billion in 1970 
to about $100b. in 1982.

Inventory of imports down 


By MACABEE DEAN 

TEL AVIV. — The inventory of 
imported goods has been sharply 
reduced over the past few weeks in 
nearly all fields. and there has also 
been a drastic drop in fresh orders 
placed abroad. This emerges from a 
survey recently completed by the 
Federation of Israeli Chambers of 
Commerce. 


The federation says that this sirua- 
tion “could be dangerous” in many 
respects. Since there are fewer goods 
on hand, wholesalers and retailers 
stop making efforts to move their 
stocks ~ and this in turn. leads to 
higher prices. The federation also 
believes that a low level of inventory 
in many fields could constitute dan- 
ger, if the security situation should 


ever take a turn for the worse. 

‘The survey puts the blame for the 
development mainly on the “feeling 
of economic uncertainty which is in 
the air,” plus the fact that importers 
don't want to get caught with large 
inventories during a sharp decline in 
sales. Other reasons are the high cost 
of financing, the freeze on govern- 
ment purchasing. and the recent 
tighter restrictions on foreign cur- 
rency. 


There are indications that the in-- 


ventory of plumbing supplies, clean- 
ing materials and sports equipment, 
have dropped by 10 per cent. There 
has been a drop of up to 60 per cent 
in other fields, such as electrical 
appliances, textiles and building 
lumber. :

ARIEL SHARON tas done it again. Only last Friday outgoing 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir thought that he had made a 
deal with him by promising him a senior, active post in the 
national unity government. But last night Mr. Sharon threw 
nevertheless a spanner into Mr. Shamir’s efforts to finalize the 
unity government agreement. 

It was a high price to pay, for by appointing Mr. Sharon as 
Minister of Industry and Trade in the new government and by 
assuring him of membership in the inner, policy-making 
cabinet, Mr. Shamir actually gave him full political rebabilita- 
tion. 

But, he explained to Prime Minister-designate Shimon 
Peres, he had no choice, since, otherwise, Mr. Sharon would 
Stage a rebellion against Mr. Shamir and against the unity 
government proposals at the Herut central committee. 

It was'a difficult choice to accept, particularly for Mr. Peres 
and for the Labour Party which hold Mr. Sharon responsible 
for the costly Lebanon war adventure. In fact, Mr. Peres 


received a lot of flak from his party colleagues for having agreed . 


to Mr. Sharon’s demand, which also meant depriving the 
Labour Party of the second important economic portfolio. 

But Mr. Peres defended the move vigourously, because he 
understood Mr. Shamir’s predicament and accepted the fact 
that in a unity government, based on parity, neither of the two 
major parties could veto the other party’s ministerial candi- 

lates. 

Mr. Shamir kept his part of the deal, but one should not have 
been surprised that this did not prevent Mr. Sharon from 
staging his rebellion at yesterday’s Herut central committee 
meeting regardless. Supported by Deputy Prime Minister 
David Levy, Mr. Sharon openly challenged Prime Minister 
Shamir’s choice of ministers for the new cabinet, making a 
last-minute effort to assure former finance minister Yoram 
Aridor of a cabinet post.. 

The ostensible excuse used by both of them was “party 
democracy.” They insisted on a secret ballot for the selection of 
the Herut Ministers in the new Cabinet, apart from Mr. 
Shamir. Mr. Sharon’s attempt to challenge Mr. Shamir’s 
authority was quelled by a fairly large majority of the Herut 
party forum, as outgoing Defence Minister Moshe Arens lined 
up firmly with Mr. Shamir for an open vote. But the bitter 
after-taste remained. 

Moreover, Mr. Sharon, an experienced general, had a 
second line of attack prepared: a last-minute challenge of three 
clauses of the Labour-Likud coalition agreement. They are — 
conditions for future talks with Jordan; the future of some 27 
settlements which the outgoing government had decided to 
establish; and the fate of the Religious Affairs portfolio, which 
ed Sharon had promised to the Sephardi Orthodox party, 

85. 

There was no hurry to rush into presenting the national unity 
government today, he said at last night's Herut meeting all of a 
sudden. One could do it tomorrow or next week, it would not 


matter, Mr. Sharon held, as if there had not been long weeks of — 


gruelling coalition talks, 

It was Mr. Sharon's way of stating that he is a force to be 
reckoned with: [π᾿ any case it yas not he who needed 
rehabilitation. In his view, it was the Labour Party which was 
being rehabilitated by the Likud through the forming of a 
national unity government. 

That challenge, by Mr. Sharon, ostensibly on matters of 
principle worked. At the final session last night between Mr. 
Shamir and Mr. Peres at which the national unity coalition 
agreement was to be signed and sealed, Mr. Shamir was 
compelled to present Mr. Sharon’s demands as those of his 

party. It was as if the three clauses Mr. Sharon had raised last 
night had not been discussed at length before and in fact agreed 
upon. 

PThe main sticking point apparently was the fate of the 
Religious Affairs portfolio which is also coveted by the 
National Religious Party and which Premier-designate Peres 


was to hold in trust until a solution is found. At the time of this © 


writing it was not known whether Mr. Sharon’s threats had 
succeeded in holding up the presentation of the national unity 
government today. His power bid has made its mark, though, 
and should serve as an important lesson for both his colleagues 
and rivals in the Herut leadership. 


The bank shares collapse 


ONE OF THE FIRST orders of business for Prime Minister 
Shimon Peres and his new unity government should be the 
setting up of a judicial commission of inquiry to investigate the 
causes of last year's collapse of the shares of the four major 
banks. 

Attorney General Yitzhak Zamir has been urging such an 
inquiry for the better part of this year, but his demand has been 
successfully resisted both by the Τὶ headed by Yigal 
Cohen-Orgad and by the Bank of Israel and its.Governor, 
Moshe Mandelbaum. 

Now, State Comptroller Yitzhak Tunik is reportedly about 
ready to table his findings on the biggest debacle in Israel's 
economic history, a debacle which cost hundreds of thousands 
of Israelis — the solid citizens who followed the government’s 
advice, and not the speculators — large chunks of their 
hard-earned savings. 

Israeli politicians have usually got away with wriggling out of 
accountability. for disasters, big and small. But even former 
prime minister Golda Meir and former defence minister Moshe 
Dayan eventually paid the political price for their share in the 
responsibility for what went wrong at the outset of the 1973 
Yom Kippur War. 

Nothing, however, has equalled the conspiratorial silence of 
the past 11 months which followed upon the collapse of the 
bank shares that had been manipulated by the major banks, 
under the aegis and at the behest of former finance minister 
Yoram Aridor. 

Tt is well that news of the comptroller’s findings were leaked 
shortly before the Herut central committee meeting in which 
attempts were made to appoint the same Yoram Aridor to the 
new unity cabinet. That, despite the fact that the new govern- 
ment will be faced with the urgent and superhuman task of 
rescuing the country’s economy from the abyss to which he, 
more than anyone else, has brought it. 

The issue is not so much one of historic or academic interest, 
for which the comptroller’s findings could suffice. Rather, it 
concerns the question of public confidence in the banks and in 
the governmental mechanisms which are charged with super- 
vans the banking system and which.failed so signally in their 

luties. 

Nothing short of ἃ judicial inquiry commission, acting on the 
basis of the comptroiler’s findings, can suffice to begin to 
restore that public confidence. Without its restoration, it is 
doubtful if widespread public cooperation can be obtained for 
ea cored efforts on the economic front in the difficult

CORRUPTING 
THE REVOLT

“YOU SEE that house,” pointed 
Latif, an Arab construction worker 
from the Jerusalem suburb of Azar- 
iya, “that belongs to a courier for 
mal a-samud (money for the strug- 
gie) from Jordan.”
